THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


Th« Work of the Department llu-lnff ttM 


Put 
Year Outlined In Prof. Willi. 


1_ Mourr'i Annual Itcport. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The annual 


report of Prof. Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the United States weather bureau, 
deals largely with the work of the 
bureau announcing the tempestuous 
weather'of the closing months o.f 1898. 
and In the exploration of the upper 
air by means of kites and clouds ob- 
servations. 


Xo destructive marine storm occur- 


red without the danger warnings of 
the bureau preceding- the storm. Prob- 
ably the most sever* storui withiu the 
memory of those living along- the Mas- 
sachusetts coast was on November 20- 
27, 1SOS, entailing a loss of at least 200 
lives and many vessels. Hundreds of 
craft sought a safe a choratrc on the 
advices of the weather bureau. 


An important, chance in the forecast 


work was the extension of the usual 
time, limits of the night fort-east from 


SO to -IS hours. 


The only hurricane in trie West In- 


dies during- the season of 1S9U followed 
closely the establishment of stations 
in that region.
